CONSTANTINOPLE, July 18.—Intelligence has 
been recelyed from Adrianople to-day that 
Raouf Pasha is encamped at Slivno. The Rus- 
sians ou the southern side of the Balkans are at 
Hainkol. Their numbers are unknown, but 
they are constantly receiving reinforcements, 
while Raouf Pasha is compelled, by numerical 
inferiority, to remain on the offensive until the 
arrival of Sulciman Pasha, who is expected iu 
three days. 

KUSTENDSI. 

The Ottoman authorities, upon evacuating 
Kustendji, intrusted the town to leading Greek 
ecclesiastics. Such anarchy arose among the 
Bulgariaus that Gen. Zimmerman, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Harris, Director of the railway, 
sent two squadrons of Cossacks to occupy the 
place. 

A Kustendji special states that the Circassians 
succeeded admirably in executing their orders 
to prevent the enemy from obtaiving supplies. 
Not a living thing exists in the Dobrudscha. 
The Circassians, however, did not commit mur- 
ders, but drove off live stock ana compelled the 
inhabitants to follow. 

Another special fully confirms the evacuation 
of Kustendji. Agter the departure of the 
Turks in consequence of the sacking of the Tar- 
tar quarter by the Bulgarians and barbarities 
committed. by them, the Consuls obtained as- 
sistance and a detachment from the British man- 
of-war Rapid to petrol the town. The Cossacks 
arrived Sunday. 

CONSTERNATION IN HUNGARY. 

Peru, July 18.—The passage of the Balkans 
produces profound consternation here. Hun- 
garian journals demand immediate action of 
Austro-Hungary against Russia.

BIMNITZA. 
CROSSING OF THR DANUSE AT THAT POINT. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Sranecuti, June B.- Upon your correspond- 
ent has again devolved the duty of exchanging 
the sword for the pen, of pausing in the ardent 
turmolls of war to engage in the peaceful oceu- 
pation ot sketching, however faintly aud im- 
perfectly, the pictures that have passed before 
my gaze since leaving the gay Roumanian 
Capital. It is hardly necessary to remark that 
times have greatly changed with the flight of 
the last few days, andif 1 too have undergone 
some transformation of appearance and habits 
it is not a matter of wonder, considering 


the instability of earthly things in the neich- 


borhood of the DBanube. I doubt, how- 
ever, if you would readily recognize 
in the gory and ferocious-looking warrior 
who now pens these fc the same individnal 
who only a few s days ago disported in 
Parisian attire upog the boulevards of Bu- 
charest. I am equally confident that if at the 
present moment I cogid be transported by some 
one of the Oriental gevii from this rude tent 
to Michigan avenue-—«I think that is the name of 
your principal thoroaghfare—my brave attire 
would excite ; 
ONLY AND RIDICULE 

in the minds of thoge keen observers of the 
human nature—the gamins. Therefore, I am 
quite content to lie here upon this blanket, which 
serves as a kind of a raft in the geueral sea of 
mud, and scrawl as best I may ugpn shects of 
paper that are yet damp with the ducking that 
I received yesterday in the Argish River. 

Soon after my last letter to you the aspect of 
Bucharest seemed to undergo some gradual and 
inexplicable change. There were less people 
upon the promenade and in the restaurant gar- 
dens of arafternoonyand I noticed with con- 
cern that one by he the gallant young Rus- 
sian officers of ] 
from mortal sight, a@d were no longer to be 


met with riding on boulevard or dining at 


the hotel. The soldiers, too, 

BECAME MORE INFREQUENT. 
Sometimes a battalion would come marching 
into town, or a Cossack regiment would be re- 
ported as biv in the environs; but one 
scarcely had time, to the news before the 
battalion would have marched down the street 
and out into the distance, always trailing south- 
wards like birds of pessage flying from the cold, 

that was leit Cossacks 


and that the passage of the Danube at Ibraila, 
Simnitza, and Turna might be expected imme- 
diately. This done, my next move was to make 
a break, if possible, for the scene of operations. 
I have already informed your readers that by 
means of my connection with two great French 
and American papers I had succeeded in obtaining 
the very difficult honor, an official eorrespond- 
ent’s badge, entitling me to accompany his Im- 
perial Majesty’s armies during the campaign of 
1877, said badge to be renewed at the expira- 
tion of that year at the pleasure of the existing 
authorities. Yet, notwithstanding this official 
permit, it was politely hinted tome, as well as to 
my brother correspondents, that the society of 
Bucharest couid not well endure the loss of our 


charming company, and that it was hoped we 


would not attempt to sever too rudely the inti- 
mate ties of friendship that we must necessarily 
have formed during our stayin the Capital. 
Translated into plain language, this meant that 
we were not yet allowed to join the advance- 
guard, as operations were impending whose im- 
portance 
DEMANDED THE UTMOST SECEESY. 

Accordingly, we staid and fretted at our bond- 
age, whic®, though temporary, was vet harassing. 
I remembered, however, how I had once before 
broken the ruies of discipline in setting out 
from Kischeneff on a goods-train in advance of 
my colleagues, and I determined to try again 
the same game, which had not resulted seriously 
to myself. Accordingly, on Tuesday last I left 
Bucharest. I may say also that I traveled 
alone on horseback,—a foolhardy expedition, 
perhaps, but the only way in which I could 
go rapidly and without attracting too much at- 
tention. A solitary horseman is nowadays not 
an object so rare as to cause remark either iu 
town or country. Detachments of Cossacks 

PERVADE EVERY HIGHWAY, 
and it is not uncommon for them to get sepa- 
rated. 

In preparing for my journey, whith might be 
a long one,—terminating possibly at Stamboul, 
I was compelled to take with me some lug- 
gage and rations, though I have a constitutional 
abhorrence for the former, and, when I am not 
hungry,acontempt for the latter; a feeling 
which is shared with me, doubtiess, by all good 
citizens, and which I may, therefore, the more 
frankly express. In a couple of saddle-bags I 
packed several pounds of tea, sugar, flour, and 
bacon, with other sundries, not forgetting divers 
bottles of the famous old Tokay which mine 
host of the Hotel Royal presented to me with 
many a florid compliment on the evening before 
my setting forth. These, with a portable tent 
and a warm blanket, 
ee MY FURNITURE. 

Tuesday morning, just as day was breaking, I 
mounted mv good gray steed in the courtyard 
of the hotel, bade farewell to Andreas, the 
stable-keeper, god issued forth upon my pre- 
carious journey. Quiet reigned over the strects 
of Bucharest, which, in the faint morning-licht, 
presented a strapge and cold appearance; one 
could hardly recognize in them the same thor- 
oughfares which, during the day, were 80 
thronged and gay with color. Only a few mar- 
ket-women were to be seen now and then 
trudging along with baskets on their heads, 
whistling or humming some one of the 

ROUMANIAN POPULAR AIRS, 

of which a great number have sprung up since 
the opening of the war. One of these I will 
translate ior the edification of your readers. It 
runs as follows: ° 

Whither goest little lad, 

From thy sweetheart true; 

Yesterday our troth wags plighted; 

Whither goest little lad 

With thy gun and sword? 


If thou goest to that land 

O'er the Danube blue, 

Fetch me back a fez of scarlet, 
If thou goest to that land, 

And I'll thee forgive. 

Which sentiment is not unlike that of the 
India» maiden, who estimates the valor of her 
warrior by the number of scalps that he adds 
to his belt while on the war-path. But it may 
be interesting nevertheless as showing the style 
of song-writing now ju vogue in Roumania, not 
that it possesses a superabundant literary merit. 

The road from Bucharest to rgevo is a 
highway iu the strictest scuse of term, as it 
runs for the most part along the sides of hills, 
rarely descending into the ravines, which it 
crosses by means of dilapidated and often 

UNSAFE WOQDEN BRIDGES. 
But the road itself is a model, being hard, and 
smooth, and wide. Probably these character- 
istics are not so distinguishing during the wet 
months, but just now eit is in excellent condi- 
tion. Sol jogged along merrily enough, pass- 
ing numerous villagcs where were quartered 
detachments of Russians, meeting now and 
then groups of Cossacks and columns of infan- 
try. The latter, though generally heav@laden, 
seemed to view their situation cheerfwily and 
beguiled their march with song. Their dress 
was the white blouse, which has been proved to 
be the most serviceable and also the most ¢om- 
fortable yet provided. Officers and men wore 
THE SAME STYLE OF UNIFORM, 

the only difference being that the former had 
on their shoulder-straps. The sun was already 
riding high in the heavens when 1 crossed the 
summit of along hill and looked down upon 
the valley of the Polok River. It presented a 
wetty expanse of green meadows, with 
ere and there a patch of. shrubbery 
from which peeped forth thg white roofs 
of some little village, and further off could be 
distinguished the — ee of Kervitch Which 
roduce a salubrious wine of that name.

There 
was a flash from the embrasures of the enemv's 
works, and a ball fell into the Danube 
not thirty feet from the point where troovs 
were alrcady embarking in boats for the . 
This showed that our intentions, if not known, 
were at least guessed at with considerabie skill 
by the Turkish commander. But there was not 
the slightest hesitation on the part of the Rus- 
sians. One boat-load after another was shoved 
off from the bank, each bearing its quota of 
brave men, eager and enthusiastic to

at the Burks. As the gathering darkmess hid 
from our sight the operations, several of our 
party descended the stee» road and rode tothe 
point of émbarkation. Gen. Dragomiroff him- 
self was at the landing-place, personally super- 
intending the disposition of men and guns. The 
boats were mostly flat friver-crait, such 
as are used for lighters, and were capable 
of carrving about thirty men each. The work 
of loading the boats was conducted systemati- 
cal'y, each company of a battalion being drawn 
up beiore the landing-place in order, and march- 
ed into the boat as regularly as if making an 
évolution on a parade-ground.

It was difficult to obtain any authentic par- 
ticulars of the movements of the troops across 
the river. Gen. Dragomiroff paused in his 
labors long enough tw tell me that after a short 
resistance the ‘lurks, who had come down to 
the water’s edge to o e the landing. bad 
been forced to retire. Hridences of the serious 
nature of the conflict began to be apparent with 
the return of the boats, each of which bore its 
complement of wounded. Ambulances were in 
reuliness to convey the poor fellows to the bos- 
pital, and within an hour from the time they 
were wounded they were ensconced as com ferta- 
bly. as possible in bed with a doctor examining 
and caring for them.

The boats were 
still plying to and fro, and I am told that 10,000 
men are already on the Turkish side. The 
troops of the Ninth Division under Prince 
Seviatopolk Mirski followed D miroff’s di- 
vision, and the Eighth Division®Gen. Man- 
jeloffs—are now flying down to the water’s 
edge.

THE DINING-ROOM. 
One is at once struck with ite beauty and fair pro- 
portions. Perhaps a description of it will give 
some idea of its yrandeur.

Two 
grifins ia French black walaut watch the sey hole 
of the silver-drawer, There are two caryatides 
over the mantel, on either side of the mirror. 
The mantel is made of bird s- -eye mapie, imiaid 
with ebony, the same material as taat of which 
the sideboard is constructed. The grate is plain, 
nickel ane gs old-piated. ‘ine walls and ceiling are 
frescoed. he former are in blue, ornamented 
with gold. The main tints in the ceiling are gray 
and blue. There are orange trees iniaid in a gold 
beck-ground, somewhat different from ordinary 
freaco-work. The oranges hang mpe upon the 
branches and seem almost ready to drop off. 
floor is marquetry, the main woods being 
maple and oak, with ornamentations in mahogany, 
ebony, and satin wood. The butier’s pautry is 
tinished in oak, with dumb waiter, with direct out- 
side ventilation, sinks, etc. , ampie place for cool - 
ing wines, and with ice water constantly on 
draugut. according to a system invented by Mrs.

We have before called attention to the fact 
that some of the interior cities of New York 
State are inclined to grurable at the reduction 
of tolls on, the Erie Canal, because it looks 
as though there will be a large deficiency this 
year below the amount required for the 
maintenance of the canal, and because this 
deficiency will have to be made up by gen- 
eral taxation, We answered this by showing 
that the deficiency is not the result of the 
reduction of tolls, but of the decline in the 
shipment of grain,—the proportion of the 
falling-off in receipts not being one-half so 
large ap the decrease of shipments. If the 
tolls had remained what they were, so that 
the railroads could have competed and taken 
what business there has been, the Erie-Canal 
deficiency would have been twice as large as 
itis. The increased business of the canal in 
proportion to the amount of shipping done 
is fairly shown by the change in the business 
of New York City. The Hullerin says: 

Not only has the rapid diversion of the grain 
trade of the past two years, and especially of last 
year. béen wholly checked, but three months have 
sufficed to recover a considerable portion of what

And if the interior 
of the State, unmindful of this considera- 
tion, should induce the Legislature to restore 
the fatal policy of high tolls, the ultimate 
result will unquestionably be to make the 
Erie Canal a free public water-way by a grant 
to the General Government. For excessive 
tolls will reduce the canal receipts to nil, 
making it a burden to the State, besides de- 
stroying the business of New York City; it 
will take but a brief experience of this kind 
to persuade the people of their folly and in- 
duce them to give up the canal altogether.

We were indisposed to credit the report 
some days ago that the President had decided 
that the Civil-Service order, directing that 
officials shall not partake in the active man- 
agement of party politics, should not apply 
to the members of the National Republican 
Committee who are also in the service of the 
Government. Such an exception would have 
furnished an occasion for criticising the 
President's intentions, though the exception 
were made on the ground that the National 


Committee will have nothing to do for three 


years. We are not surprised, therefore, to 
find that there was no truth in the rumor, 
but that, on the contrary, the very reverse 
has been decided upon at a Cabinet meeting. 
We remember very distinctly that Mr. Cnaxp- 
Lins management of the late Presiden- 
tial campaign while he was Secretary 
of the Interior was widely regarded as a 
scandal, and unquestionably did the party 
much harm. The new Civil-Service rule 
should be applied to all officeholders alike, 
and we do not think that any of those who 
desire to remain in the Government service 
will hesitate to abandon their places on po- 
litical committees. If any one makes a test 
case by refusing to resign either place, it 


will be a malicious effort to harass the Ad- 


ministration and to impede the progress of 
Civil-Service Reform. Such a case would 
simply enable the Democrats in the Senate, 
with the co-operation of any mlalcontents 
professing to be Republicans, to badger and 
annoy President Harks; and so mean-spirit- 
ed a purposé would be pretty sure to react 
to the disddvantage of the person indulging 
it.

THE WAR. 
Thus far the work goes bravely on for the 
Russians in Europe. As if to atone for their 
disastrous defeat in Asia, they are striking 
quick, hard blows, and advancing so rapidly 
that a panic has already commenced in Con- 
stantinople, as if the Russians were at their 
very doors. The capture of Nikopolis seems 
to have been accomplished by the rapidity 
aud resolution with which the direct assault 
was made. Insteaq; of bombarding or laying 
siege to the fortress, they attacked the place 
when the Turks were not expecting it, and 
carried it by storm with a force sufficiently 
large to overcome all opposition. Materially, 
th@advantage is very great, as the Russians 
have taken taken two live Pashas, forty 
pieces of heavy artillery, an immense amount 
of small arms, and two monitors which they 
will speedily turn to good account. Stra- 
tegically, however, the advantage is of siill 
greater importance, as it gives them a new 
base of operations, and an opportunity for a 
second bridge across the Danube. The first 
reports of the destruction of the bridge at 
Sistova, which came from Turkish sources, 
are now proved to be canards, in 
the invention of which the Turks 
are pecuparly expert. As the river at Nikop- 
olis affords unusual advantages for bridging, 
owing to the numerous islands, it will not be 
long before the Russians will have another 
easy entrance into Balgaria which will estab- 
lish permanent communication with their 
right wing, now operating toward the Balk- 
ans, and at the same time cut off all danger 
of attack from the Turkish force at Widdin. 
In the Dobrudscha the Russians have forced 
the Turks entirely back from their line of 
defense from Tchernavoda to Mejidje, and 
another force, after blockading Silistria, has 
marched to the south of that fortress, thus 
severing the Quadrilateral in twain and seri- 
ously menacing Shumla. West of the Quad- 
rilateral the Russians are making very rapid 
movements. A force of Cossacks has pushed 
its way as far down the river as Lom Polan- 
ka, at the mouth of the River Lom, whence 
several excellent roads lead over the Balkans, 
d only a short distance from Widdin. 


Along the line of the Balkans the Russians 


have also met with success, and have ob- 
tained a foothold south of the mountains 
with a force of 22,000 men, who 
will doubtless not only hold their 
position, but also cover the passage 
of the main army through the passes. The 
victorious force under Gen. GourkKHA seems 
to have outflanked the Turks at the Shipka 
Pass, and, crossing at a point about thirty 
miles east from there, at last accounts were 
marching upon Kasanlik, in the rear of the 
force at Shipka. Gen. Gourxkua’s force is in 
no danger of losing communications, be- 
cause he has none to lose. Like Sagruan 
in his March to the Sea, he has cut loose. 
His column is the entering wedge which has 
opened the mountains for the passage of the 
main army. His Cossacks have penetrated 
southeast as far as Jeni Saghra and cut the 
telegraph lines towards Constantinople. It 
was a daring movement, but it has been 
crowned with success, and may have a very 
important influence upon the future of the 
campaign. It has at least shown that the 
crossing of the Balkans is not as difficult as 
was anticipated. If there were but one or 
two passes, the Turks might guard 
them so that the Balkans might be 
almost insurmountable, but there are 
too many passes. To hold the four 
fortresses of the Quadrilateral, keep a force 
at Widdin, and an army in the open field 


north of the Balkans, and at the same time 


guard all the passes of the Balkans, would 
require twice as many men as the Turks can 
muster. It is not by any means an impossi- 
bility, therefore, that the Russians will mask 
the Quadrilateral forces and suddenly trans- 
fer their main army south of the Balkans 
long before the Turks, who are slower in 
motion, can fall back upon Constantinople. 
If they succeed in this movement the doom 
ol Alrianople is sealed, and also of the latter 
city, unless the other Powers should inter- 
fere. That the Turks themselves apprehend 
this danger is shown by the hurried manner 
in Which they are prying to concentrate forces 
at Adrianople, by the insatiate outcry of the 
Softas for a declaration of a Holy War, by 
the crisis in the Ministry, and by the inde- 
cision of the Sultan himself, hesitating be- 
tween asking for peace and continuing the 
prosecution of the war. |

The rapidity with which a falsehood travels 
usually defies its arrest until it has accom- 
plished all the mischief of which it is capa- 
ble. Thus the English people have been 
persuaded that there is a permanent breach 
between President Hayes and the Re- 
publican party, growing out of the for- 
mer’s treatment of the political complica- 
tions in the Southern States, The American 
telegraphic correspondent of the London 
Times, evidently misled by the lies which the 
Implacable newspapers told about the Iowa 
Convention, reported promptly that the 
President had been condemned by the Re- 
publicans of Iowa. As this was the broad 
declaration of the American organs of the 
disappointed office-seekers, perbaps a foreign 
correspondent cannot be blamed for accept- 
ing it, though, if well-informed and discrim- 
inative, the correspondent might have seen 
through the obvious misrepresentation of 
the facts. The only basis of the assertion 
was the introduction of a resolution giving 
President Hares’ Administration a general 
indorsement, which was voted down. If 
this fact stood alone, it might justify the in- 
ference that the Administration had been 
condemned. But it is well known that the 
circumstances surrounding it give it an en- 
tirely different construction. The Presi- 
dent’s Southern policy had been canvassed 
before the meeting of the Convention. It 
was found that there was some difference of 
opinion as to its results among the Repub- 
licans of Iowa, but it was admitted on both 
sides that it was an experiment, the merits 
of which time alone could determine. It 
was agreed, theref that it would be un- 
fair either to give the poliey a full approval 
or to condemn it in advance, and there was a 
tacit understanding that the Convention 
should not put itself on record either for or 
against it. In violation of this agreement, 
one of the extremists opposéd to the policy 
intrgduced the resolution approving it, 
knowing full well that it would be 
voted down, just as a resolution condemning 
it would have been voteddown. The scurvy 
political trick was used by the Implacable 
newspapers to create the impression that the 
Administration had been officially con- 
demned by Iowa Republicans; and now the 
London Times, misled by this bald falsifica- 
tion, concludes that the Republicans of all 


the other States would do the same if they 


were holding conventions, except possibly 
Ohio. The reason given why Ohiois ex- 
cepted is that the President has saved him- 
self from an adverse vote in a Rep lican 
Convention. in Ohio “by promoting to 
office an army of its citizens.” This grows 
out of another lie which the disappointed 
office-seekers circulated, though it has been 
shown that Ohio has a smaller number of 
officeholders than it would” entitled to if 
the offices were distributed according to 
gcographical divisions. ; 

The English construction of the present 
status of American politics is thus based 
upon misrepresentations and falsehoods, 
which left their impress before they could 
be disproved. They have betrayed the Lon- 
don June into some curious conclusions, 
Here is what that journal thinks the Presi- 
dent might have done: 7 : 

He might have promoted the establishment of 
some kind of educational qualification which, 
without taking note of color, woald have removed 
the main cause of irritation of the whites. He 
might have maintained the status quo, assuring to 
all by the presence of the Federal forces the free 
exercise of the privileges given them. Or he might 
have withdrawn the Federal troops, leaving the 
antagonistic parties to settle their disputes with 
one another, in the trust that, somehow or other, 
a sense of law and justice would grow up between 
them. President Harms chose this last course, 
and he is now accused by the Republicans of hav- 
ing thereby given up all for which they had strug- 
gled and fought. They contend that if slavery be 
not actually re-established, its worst characteris- 
tics of race subjugation on the one hand, and of 
tyrannous and contemptuous cruelty on the other, 
are revived. It is possible that these fears and ex- 
pressions are overstrained; it is certain that North- 
ern Republicans have imperfectly appreciated the 
immense dificulty of working out free institutions 
in the South; but enough has been said to make it 
understood why the President's poher has been 
condemned in Iowa and in New Hampshire, and 
would be condemned at similar Conventions 
throughout the North. 

Of course it would have been impossible 
for the President to promote the establish- 
ment of some kind of educational qualifica- 
tion, as he has no power to interfere with 
the local laws of the States so long as they 
conform with the constitutional ‘require- 
mentsof the United States; and, even if such 
a scheme were practicable or desirable, years 
would be required to work it out, and it 
would have been of no immediate assistance 
in the solution of the Southern troubles. 
President Haves did all he could individually 
when he promoted the exaction of a prom- 
ise from the Democrats of Louisiana and 
South Carolina (the only States in dispute) 
that educational facilities should be 
and extended equally to blacks and whites, 
Nor could he have maintained the status quo, 
as is suggested, since he was confronted 
with the fact that the House of Represent- 
atives had refused to vote supplies for the 
army until it should be withdrawn from 
the Southern States; the disbandment of 
the army would have followed any attempt 
on his part to maintain the status quo. And 
if he had been able to hold the Louisianaand 
South Carolina State-Houses by troops, that 
course would not have assured the ‘free exer- 
cise of political privileges by all classes. 
The presence of the Federal troops through- 
out the South had notoriously failed to pro- 
tect the blacks from intimidation and 
violence, or to assure them the free exercise 
of their political privileges. As a result of 
the course which has been pursued, so far 


| from reviving the “‘tyrannous and con- 


temptuous cruelty” of the whites over the 


blacks, it is universally acknowledged that 
the murders and outrages have ceased, and 
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world in the strength and permanence of 
popular government is a blow at the national 
credit, and mere spite seems to prompt the 
extremists to spread the impression that the 
political rights of the negroes can only be 
guaranteed by declaring the entire South in 
a state of siege, and maintaining a standing 
army there to support those who govern it 
in this condition. . e

| THE DATE OF RESUMPTION. 

The most common accusation made against 
those who oppose the requirement to redeem 
greenbacksin gold on the 1st of January, 1879, 
and to prohibit any other than a gold cur- 
rency after that date, is that such opposition 
rests upon aprinciple of dishonesty, and 
that those who are making it are endeavor- 
ing to perpetrate an enormous swindle. We 
have been patieat, and forbearing, and en- 
during under the imputation of swindling 
and stealing, but now comes the New York 
Tribune, piling mountain upon mountain, 
actually crushing us to the éarth, by declar- 
ing that Tae Coo Tammo is incon- 
sistent. To be accused of swindling might 
be endured, but to be accused of incon- 
sistency by the New York Tribune / 

When the Resumption act was passed, Tun 
Cuicaco Trisune then pointed out that the 
law was so inadequate and so imperfect that 
an attempt to redeem the greenbacks under 
it must of necessity prove disastrous to the 
country. The law was approved, not as a 
practical measure, but as a piece of senti- 
ment. It was a declaration by Congress that 
the greenbacks were to be made equivalent 
to coin, but how this was to be done, and 
even when, was carefully avoided, and was 
left to future legislation. That was in 1875. 


It was then thought by the framers of the law 


and by the President that in the meantime Con- 
gress would be able to mature such legislation 
as would permit the object of the law to be 
carried out. It was then suggested that, if 
the circumstances required it, even the date 
named in the act might be changed to a later 
one. In the meantime the sentiment in 
favor of specie payments · was cultivated, and 
that sentiment was opposed to the other one 
which demanded a permanent issue of green- 
backs as a national currency. These were 
the opposing policies presented in the mem- 
orable Hayes and ALLEN struggle in Ohio, 
which was the first popular response to an 
open declaration in favor of redeeming the 


| greenbacks in coin. 


There was no thinking man then, nor is 
there one now, who supposes that the re- 
demption of the greenbacks includes the 


possibility of their reissue. The Govern-. 


ment is not a bank which receives deposits, 
lends money, and has a profit therefrom. 
Ordinarily it has no money except the pro- 
ceeds of taxes, which taxes are intended to 
merely cover the direct annual appropria- 
tions made by law. If the taxes produce 
more revenue than was anticipated, there is 
a surplus; if they produce leas, there is a 
deficiency. To the extent of this surplus 
only is the Government in a condition to pay 
its debts. 

Since the date of the Resumption law in 
1875, Congress has been attempting to pro- 
vide the additional legislation required to 
put that act into operation, and Congress 
has failed to do so. It is now proposed to 
put it into execution without any additional 
legislation, and against that proceeding Tu 
Cuicaco Trarsune protests. There has been 
no day since 1875 when the vVountry would 
have tolerated any measure that would retire 
the greenbacks without first providing some 


other currency to take their place. The 


legislation needed to carry the Resumption 
act into force is that legislation which will 
prevent a contraction of thé currency and 
prevent general disaster and ruin by fur- 


nishing the country with other currency. | 


What has Congress done in this respect? 
It has demonetized silver and prohibited 
its coinage, and this at a time when $50,- 
000,000 of the coin could be added annually 
to the currency of the country. That re- 
source has been cut off. Congress has, as 
if for the purpose of rendering bank-note 
circulation unprofitable, comtinued the war 
tax on circulation and deposit, amounting to 
about 2 per cent on the bank circulation. It 
has also continued the exaction of $100 in 
gold bonds as security for $90 worth of 
bank notes,—a security exceeding that re- 
quired of the Bank of England. 

The policy of the Government, instead of 
offering every encouragement and induce- 
ment for the private capital of the country 
to come to the assistance of the people and 
the Government in getting rid of the green- 


backs and substituting therefor a bank onr- 


rency such as is known to and recognized as 
part of the commercial machinery of every 
other nation, has been directed to break up 
these banks, to compel them to withdraw 
their circulation, and reduce the country to 
the bare use of gold. Congress having 
failed to do its duty, having provided no 
means for withdrawing the greenbacks to 
make way for other currency, the contrac- 
tion party now insist on the execution of the 
law according to its letter, andthe subjection 
of the whole country to the meagre supply 
of an exclusive gold currency. 0 

It is idle to suppose that the banks of the 
country, deprived of silver and deprived of 
greenbacks, will permit themselves to be re- 
quired to pay gold when they can avoid it 


| by Surrendering their notes and drawing 


their bonds from the Treasury. If they are 
to pay all demands in gold, their currency 
will be a weakness and their bonds a matter 
of strength. The bonds will be equivalent to 
gold. To enforce the law in its present 
form is to drive bank currency out of circn- 
lation. Such a contraction of the currency 
is too promising of general ruin and disaster, 
and, if the change of date for redeeming tlie 
greenbacks be necessary to avert such a ca- 
lamity, the country will Rave no hesitation 
in demanding such change. 
— 
THE ENGLISH IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

The English have a good grip on Africa, 
and they do not mean to let go. Their con- 
cern about the Suez Canal has induced them 


— — 


the quality is not of the best. Still further 
north, beyond the Limpopo River, gold has 
been washed out. The country is plainly 
worth having for its own sake as well as for 
its relation to the other British possessions 
in Africa; and we were not surprised to hear, 
some ths back, that English rule had 
been qu extended over the Dutch re- 
publics in that region in spite of the protests 
of the Boers. This simple act wipes out the 
only conflicting element in South African 
affairs, and establishes on a permanent ba- 
sis the supremacy of the British rule. : 

Collisions between the English and the 
Dutch in South Africa have been frequent 
ever since 1795, when the English captured 
Capetown, originally a Dutch settlement. 
This acquisition was relinquished under the 
Treaty of Amiens in the same year, but re- 
gained in 1806, and ceded to the British per- 
manently under the Peace of 1815. The 
Dutch were restive under English rule, and 
moved beyond the Orange River, sacrificing 
their property in the vicinity of Capetown 
in order to make the change. After subdn- 
ing the new country and driving out the Kaf- 
firs, they had to suffer another annexation to 
the British Empire. They resisted, but were 
conquered, and compelled to move beyond 
the Vaal River, where they founded the 
Transvaal Republic. This is the territory 
which England has now absorbed in the old 
way, having as usual abundant pretext and 
apology, and being confirmed in its title by 
the potent argument of superior force. 

Much sympathy has been expended on the 
Dutch in South Africa, and their persecution 
by the English has been the subject of many 
flamboyant articles both in Europe and 
America. Theoretically, their case is a hard 
one. They have been acting unconsciously 
and unwillingly as the pioneers of English 
civilization. After bearing the heat and bur- 
den of the day, they have suffered the morti- 
fication of seemg others enjoy the fruits of 
their labors. This is the sentimental view 
of their situation. The practical and hard- 
sense view is different. The Dutch in South 
Alea have been subjected to no grievance 
which can be measured in dollars and cents. 
They have not even been deprived of their 
freedom. They may preserve an autonomy, 
like that of the French in Lower Canada, as 
perfect as that which they possessed, before. 
The British flag will float over them, it is 
true, but its flappings can do no more than 
frighten their geese. Moreover, the English 
have both a provocation and an excuse for 
their action. The Dutch Free States were 
surrounded by English possessions, and 
were occupied in part by, English settlers, 
The Boers were either too indolent or too 
cowardly to protect themselves from the 
raids of the ferocious Kaffirs, and the Dutch 
policy of brutality towards the natives was 
exciting a feeling of hostility on the part of 
the latter which promised soon to make the 
country uninhabitable. The English have 
always shown their ability to manage the 
natives with whom they have to deal, gener- 
ally finding the policy of kindness effectual 
withouf resort to sterner arguments. Such 
has been their experience in Canada, and 
such it has always been in South Africa 
when they have not been hampered by the 
influence of Dutch cruelty and treachery. 
There is another reason why Americans of 
this day should not be lavish of sympathy 
on behalf of these Dutchmen : the constant 
source of strife between them and the 
English has been a difference of opinion 
on the slavery question. The English 
emancipated the slaves in Cape Colony in 
1829, and the subsequent emigration of the 
Duteh across the Orange River was due to 
their fondness for the Divine institution.” 
The Dutch wanted to be free in order that 
they might make a number oftheir fellow- 
beings slaves,—a spirit of independence 
with which Americans are not altogether un- 
familiar. As between Dutch and English 
ideas of progress, impartial observers cannot 
long hesitate which to prefer. The differ- 
ence is illustrated in the history of a rail. 
road which the Transvaal Dutch attempted 
to build on capital borrowed from Amster- 
dam. They made land-grants, issued bonds, 
organized Oredit Mobiliers, and proceeded 
in the most approved American fashion to 
construct a road from nowhere to another 
place, with nothing to start on. The result 
was that they obtained about £60 from 
Amsterdam for every £100 pledged; a num- 
ber of rails were transported to Africa, and 
lie rusting there on the coast at the present 
day, unless British energy has recently found 
a use for them. 

The English will develop all the resources 
of ‘his South African country, as they do of 
every country they colonize. They will 
build railroads, work the mines, fill the vast 
pastures with flocks, till the soil, and give a 
new impulse to foreign commerce. Event- 
ually they will acquire all South Africa up 
to the twentieth parallel, and establish a 
new dominion there. The relation of this 
new province to the Mother Country will be 
a matter of amall consequence. Whether 
the country becomes independent, or wheth- 
er it preserves its nominal attachment to the 
British Crown, it will remain essentially En- 
glish in character and sympathy, and will be 
a source of strength to the Empire as a new 
English-speaking people in a rich and bound- 
less territory. ‘

The rainfali is measured by means of an in- 
strument called a rain-gauge, which consists 
generally of a funnel opening for collecting the 
rain as it falls, and a smaller tube below, into 
which the coljected waterruns. Suppose the fun- 
nel opening be ten inches diameter, and the tube 
one inch diameter, then, because the areas of 
circles are proportional tothe squares of their 
diameters, the one-hundreth part of an inch of 
raintall would fill the tube to the depth of one inch, 
and a very smal! quantity of rain could be meas- 
ured accurately. In practice the ratio between 
the dimensions is not generally so great as above 
stated, but the principle is the same. The rain 
is collected into a smaller area of base than the 
area on which it actually falls, and this arrange- 
ment nas the double advantage of permitting 
accurate measurement and having a small sur- 
face from which the water can be lost by 
ration. The rain-gauge should not de placed in 
a sheltered locality, and height above the 
ground should be no greater than sufficient for 
due exposure and safety. Strictly speaking, the

Among Tweed’s disclosures to him was a let- 
ter from Charles O’Conor to Pinkerton’s De- 
tective Agency, which Tweed claimed had been 
turned over to him for a bonus aut? liberal per 
diem.

MONTREAL, July 18.—Judge Coursol, by order 
of the Provisional Government, is investigating 
the origin of the fire which destroyed the Roman 
Catnolic Church at Oka. Three Indians, whom 
the priests swore were the chief incendiaries, 
have been arrested and locked up. The 
Judge has also issued warrants against Chief 
Joseph and, his father, who are absent. The

A prigst has 
been trying to get them back, and Joseph has 
Low brought his influence to bear in the opposite 
direction. 

At the inquest on the late Hackett, to-day, 
nothing of importance was elicited. Witnesses 
who saw the dezeased shot could not identify 
the varties arrested. The inquiry adjourned 
until to-morro v. It is said that a man who 
was woundéd inthe late disturbances in this 
city has sinte died, either at the Hotel Dieu or 
at his own home. So far it has been impossibie 
to get any satisfactory information about the

WasHINGTON, July 18.—This afternoon the 
President received from Gov. Matthews, of West 
Virginia, a telegram dated Wheeling, stating 
that the strikers on the Baltimore & Ohio Road 
had become so riotous that he was unable to 
quell the disturbance with the forces at his 
command, and requesting that the United 
States troops be placed at his disposal to put 
down the mob. Upon receipt of the telegram 
the President sent for Secretary McCrary, who 
immediately repaired to the White-House. Af- 
ter a short discussion it was ided that upon 
the information contained theè calling out of 
United States troops would not be justified un- 
der the law. The President desired Secretary 
McCrary to telegraph to Gov. Matthews for 
more explicit information on the subject. 

SECRETARY M’CRARY 
received such supplementarv information from 
Gov. Matthews that, in hig and the President's 
opinion, warranted the sending of troops to 
the scene of the riot. Consequently, at a late 
hour this afternoon an order was issued from 
the War Department directing troops to be 
sent immediately to Gov. Matthews’ assistance. 
The troops ordered to Martinsburg are the 
Second Artillery, twelve officers and 200 men, 
from the Washington Arsenal, and eight of- 
cers and 112 men from Fort McHenry, and are 
under command of Gen. French. They will 
leave immediately, and Gen. French is ordered 
ou his arrival at Martinsburg to report to Col, 
Delaplain, Aide to Gov. Matthews.

of said State are unable to suppress ; and 

Wurnzas, The laws of the United States require 
that, in all casee of insurrection in any State, , be 
ovstruction to the laws thereof, whenever it y 
be necessary in the judgment of the President. he 
shall forthwith, by proclamation, command such 
insurgents to disperse and retire peacefully to their 
respective abodes within a limited time 

Now, therefore, I. Rutherford B. Hayes, Presi- 
dent of the United States, do hereby admonish all 
good citizens of the United States, and all persons 
within the territory and jurisdiction of the United 
States, against aiding, countenanci 4) 
taking part in such unlawful proe nge, and I do 
hereby warn all persons engaged in, or connected 
with, said domestic violence and Obetruction of 
laws, to disperse and retire peaceagly to their re- 
spective abodes on or before 12 o'cleck neon of the 


19th day of July, instant. 
In witness whereof I have hereunto set my 


hand, and caused the seal of the United States to 
be affixed.

The total 
number of members during the existence 
of the Association, was 3,219, of whom 
134 had died: 6 had béen disabled; 2,438 had for- 
feited their membershipe; and 27 had withdrawn. 
The receipts during the 2 including a balance 
of $262 on hand June 1, 1876, were $1,985, and 
the disbursements $1,560, leaving a balance in the 
Treasurer's hands of $375 during the year endin 
July, 1877. There had been 18 death-losses pai 
and ages to two permanently disabled. to the 
amount of $15,572. During the eight years past 
there had been a total of $200,675 assessed, col- 
lected, and id oat on death-losses, the 
lowest paid being $561, and the highest $1,913. 
The total receipts during the same period, 
outside of the assessments, had been $14, 19%, and 
the total disbursements for the eight years had been 

13, 818. ‘

NATIONAL BANKS. 
LIABILITY OF THEIR STOCKHOLDERS. 

The following decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United Statesy which is especially interesting 
to Chicago readers in so far as it bears upon 
questions raisea in connection with fhe Cook 
County National Bank, was delive y Mr. Jus- 
tice Swayne. The case was that of Nicholas W. 
Casey, as Receiver of the New Orleans National 
Banking Association, vs. Count Goffredo Galle, The 


opinion is as follows: 

On and before the 3d day of June, 1864, 
the Bank of New Orleans was a banking 
corporation organized under the laws of the 
State of Louisiana, and as such carried on the 
business of banking until about the lst day of 
July, 1871, when the bank by due proceedings un- 
der the act of Congress entitled An act to pro- 
vide a national currency secured by a pledge of 
United States bonds, and to provide for the cir- 
culation and redemption thereof,” approved 
June , became a National ank- 
ing Association under said act of Congress, 
and as such took the name and style of the New 
Orleans National Banking Association, and carried 
on the business of banking until the 4th day of Oc- 
tober, 1873, when it failed and suspended vag 
ment. 

Thereupon the Comptroller of the Currency,, af- 
ter due proceedings, had appointed a Receiver for 
the Association, and it was put in liquidation un- 
der the act of Congress before mentioned and the 
acts amending it, and the plaintiff is 
Receiver, being lawfully appointed under 
the said act. By the conversion of the 
Bank of New Orleans into such Banking 
Association every holder of the shares of the cap- 
ital stock of said Bank of New Orieans became 4 
shareholder of the capital stock of sald New Or“ 
leans Banking Association to the amount of his 
shares, and as such subject to the liabilities im- 

ed by said act of Congress on such shareholders. 
here is owing by the Association to ita creditors 
large sums of money. Its assets are insufficient to 
pay its debts. It has become necessary, in order to 
pay the debts, to enforce the liability of the share- 
noiders. The Comptroller has decided that 
this shall done. On the 7th 
of June, 1875, by his orde, 
in writing, he required the plaintiff, as such Re- 
ceiver, to enforce such liability againet each stock- 
holder to the amount of the par value of his sto 
held at the time of the failure of the Aseociation. 
The capital stock of the Association was $000, 000, 
divided into 20, 000 shares of the par value of $30 
each. 

The defendant is an alicn, a subject of the King- 
dom of Italy, and Vice-Consnl, ete. At the date 
of the failure of the Association he was the 
owner of fifty shares of the capital stock of 
the par vaiue of for each share. 
By reason thereof he is liable to pay the sum of 
$1,500. lle has been specially requested to pay 
that sum, and has refusedtodoso, The plaintick 
is therefore entitled by force of the statute to re- 
cover the said sum of $1,500, with interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent per annum. 

It was agreed by the parties that demurrers, 
pleas, replications, and other pleadings might be 
filed without reference to the order in which they 
were properly pleadable. 

The defendant demurred to the declaration, and 
assigned the following causes: 

1. That the defendant is bound to contribute 
rateably, and that the proper amount can be ascer- 
tained only in equity. 

2. That the defendant is bound to contribute 
ratcably to pay a large sum; that this sum is not 
stated in the declaration, and henee what would be 
rateable and proper does not appear. 

3. That the obligation of the defendant is to pay 
into the hands of the Comptroller of the Currency 
a rateable portion of the debts of the Association 
proved before him, and that the declaration does 
not show that any debts had been so proved. 

4. That the declaration demands a larger sam 
than the defendant is required 1 the statute to 
pay, and also an additional suf y way of inter- 
eat. 

In regard to the first three of these objections, it 
is sufficient to say that Kennedy vs. Gibson, 8 
Wall, 408. ie conclasive against them. It is there 
said that the amount to be paid rests in the gudg- 
ment and discretion of the Comptroller; that his 
determination cannot be controverted by 
the stockholders in suite “against them; 
and that when the order is to collect the full 
amount of the Har value of the stock, the suit 
must be at law. It is unnecessary to reproduce 
the reasoning of the Court in support of these

The sum to be paid being liquidated and due and 
payable when the Comptroller's order was made, 
it follows that the amount bears interest from the 
date of the order. Otherwise there would be no 
motive to pay promptiy, and no equality between 
those who should pay then, and those who should 
pay at the end of a protracted litigation. 

he defendant died three pleas in abatement: 

1. Nul tiel corporation. 

2. That there was not then, nor when the plaint- 
iff was appointed such supposed Receiver of said 
New Orleans Banking Association, nor before, nor 
since that time, any such corporation in existence, 
because the Bank of New Orleans had no power by 
its charter, nor authority otherwise from the State 
of Louisiana, to change its organization to that of 
a national banking association under the laws of 
the United States, wherefore it was prayed that 
the declaration be quashed. 

3. That there was not then nor when the plaint- 
iff was appointed such — Receiver the 
New Orleans Banking Association, nor before nor 
since that time, any such corporation in existence, 
because the owners of two-thirds of the capital 
stock of the Bank of New Orleans did not anthor- 
ize tne bank to be converted intoa national bank- 
ing association under the laws of the United States, 
nor to accept an organization certificate as such 
banking association; wherefore it was prayed that 
the declaration be quashed, 

The plaintiff fled a joint demurrer to ali these 
pleas. At the argument the first plea was aban- 
doned. The other two remain to be considered. 

The pleas were properly framed in abatement 
and not in bar: Jones s. The Bank of Tennessee, 
8 B. Monroe, 122, etc. 

The second plea is clearly bad. No authority 
from the State was necessary to enable the bank so 
to change its organization. The option 
to do that was given by the _ forty- 
fourth section of the Banking act of 
Congress, 13, Stat., 112. The power there confer- 
red was ampie, and its validity cannot be douwbtea. 
The act is silent as to any assent or permission by 
the State. It was as competent for Congress to 
auth@ize the transmutation as to create such in- 
stitutions originally. 

The third plea is also bad. 

The eighteenth section of the act requires the 
Comptroller to make a careful examination in all 
cases of orignal applications, and if he 
found the Association war ** lawful- 
ly entitled to commence the business of banking, 
he was to give a certificate to that effect, and it is 
declared that the Association shall transact no 
business except such as is incidental to ite orguni- 
zation and necessarily preliminary until author- 
ized by the Comptroller of the Currency to com- 
mence the business of banking, 13 Stat., 101. A 
like examination and certificate are required by 
forty-fourth section, where an existing bank organ- 
izes under the act. That section provides that 
when the Comptroller shall give to such 
Association a certificate under his hand and official 
seal, that the provisions of this act have been com- 
plied with, and that it is authorized to commence 
the business of banking under it, the As-ociation 
shall have the same powers and privileges, and

This cannot 
be done. The Comptroller was clothed with juris- 
diction to decide as to the completeness of the 
orgapization, and his certificate is conclusive upon 
the subject for all the purposes of this litigation.
